1957.  This  was  5089  more  bap¬ 
tisms  than  reported  during  1956, , 
a  gain  of  1.3  percent.

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RICHMOND,  Vs.  17*0  —  (BP) 
Baptists  and  the  state  church 
1  in  America,  diametrically  op¬ 
posed  from  the  first,  today  find 
themselves  ‘  driven  still  further 
apart  by  the  war  for  American 
independence.  The  state  church, 
of  course,  has  remained  loyal 
to  the  crown  while  Baptists 
have  given  their  undivided  sup¬ 
port  to  the  fight  for  liberty. 

The  established  church  has 
long  held  sway  in  this  country 
and  has  openly  persecuted  the 
Baptists  jn  many  places,  but  the 
war  may-  well  mark  the  end  of 
their  domination.  Not  only  does 
the  Tory  cause  now  appear 
doomed,  "but  in  their  fight  for 
religious  and  civil  freedom  the 
Baptists-  have  won  the  highest 
esteem  of  the  colonists. 

Baptists  With  Patriots 
.That  the  established  church 
should  side  with  the^crown  and 
Baptists  with  the  patriots  was 
inevitable.  The  British  govern¬ 
ment  hay  supported---tfrc  -state 
Thm  t"  li  wiw  panf^me'  «3Tar<?"TTfr 
the  clergy  with  taxes. 

Baptists,  on  the  other  hand, 
see  in  the  war  for  independence 
a  fight  for  religious  liberty  as 
well.  They  are' convinced  that 
there  can  be  no  religious  free¬ 
dom  as  long  as  church  and  state 
are  linked. 

The  established  church  has 
not  retreated  yithout  **  strug¬ 
gle,  however.  They  have 
preached  loyalty  to  the  crown 
from  the  pulpit  and  have  ac¬ 
cused  their  congregations  of 
treason.  One  church  was  so  in¬ 
censed  py  the  charges  of  their 
parson  that  they  took  him  out 
of  the  church  following  a  ser¬ 
mon  and  whipped  him. 

Pistols  in  Pulpit

the  common  member*  of  the 
church,  the  ordinary  members, 
all  the  members,  and  he  is  try¬ 
ing  to  say  to  them  that  the 
humblest  member  among  them 
is  of  incalculable  worth  to  the 
Lord  and  to  that  member's  fel¬ 
low-members. 

There  are  no  big  members  in 
the  church  for  the  simple  rea¬ 
son  that  the  Lord  sees  no  little 
ones.
